Summary of reasons for decision: 

The publication is a short film clip (4 min 26 sec) which is devoted to giving step-by-step 
instmction on how to produce hashish from plant marijuana. The publication's instructional 
tenor is not deviated from at any point. It is normalising of criminal offending and fails to engage 
with the legitimate debate around the legalisation of marijuana. As such it promotes and 
encourages the production of hashish, a Class B controlled substance under the Misuse of Dmgs 
Act 1975, to such an extent and degree, and in such a manner, that its availability would be 
injurious to the public good. The publication is classified as objectionable. 





Having considered the Bill of Rights throughout the Office's application of the statutory criteria 
to this publication, and having identified the injuries to the public good that the availability of this 
publication is likely to create, it is apparent that injury to the public good is likely to result from 
the publication being made available to anyone, regardless of age. Although a classification of 
"objectionable" violates freedom of expression, it is the only classification that sufficiently 
reduces the risk presented by the availability of the publication.
